In response to question 6 of your letter, the following measures have been 
implemented following the alleged breach in protocol: 

A) Changes in policy 

Access to the Evidence Office has been further restricted to Evidence Office staff and 
the Drug Laboratory Supervisor. Chemists now receive and return evidence through an 
evidence window. 

B) Training 

Staff were made aware of and trained in the new evidence handling procedures. 

C) Hiring 

Prospective employees are screened for minimum entrance requirements, interviewed 
by a selection team, provide professional references and undergo a Criminal Offender 
Records Investigation prior to employment. No changes have been made to this 
procedure. 

D) Actions Taken Against Ms. Dookhan
